GREETING: 


In the name of The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the Inhabi- 
tants of the Town of Hadley, within the limits of the 
said Hadley Water Supply District, qualified to vote in 
elections and town affairs, to meet at the Old Hopkins 
Gym in said Hadley, Massachusetts, on the second day 
of February, 1970 at 7:30 P.M., E.S.T., of said day, then 
and there to act on the following articles: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To hear and act on all reports. 


Article 3. To elect one Commissioner for three years. 
The polls will be open at 7:30 in the evening and kept 
open at least one hour as the majority of the voters 
shall direct, but in no case later than nine-thirty in 
the evening. 


Article 4. To see if the District will vote to authorize 
its Treasurer, with the approval of the Commissioners, 
to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of 
the revenue for the financial year beginning January 1, 
1970 and January 1, 1971, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of General Laws, Chapter 44 §4, and to re- 
new any note or notes as may be given for a period 
of less than one year, in accordance with the provisions 
of General Laws, Chapter 44 §17. 
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Article 5. To see if the District will vote to instruct 
its Commissioners to prosecute, defend and compro- 
mise any and all law suits, claims, actions, and pro- 
ceedings in behalf of or against the District or in 
which the interests of the District are involved and to 
employ legal counsel for said purposes, or act anything 
thereon. 


Article 6. To determine what sums of money the Dis- 
trict will raise and appropriate from the revenue of 
the current financial year, beginning January 1, 1970, 
to defray the charges and expenses of the District and 
to provide for a reserve fund for the ensuing year, 
or act anything thereon. 


Article 7. To determine what sums of money the Dis- 
trict will raise and appropriate from the revenue of 
the current year, commencing on January 1, 1970, to 
fix the salaries of its officers for services rendered 
during the current year, or act anything thereon. 


Article 8. To see if the District will vote to raise and 
appropriate from the revenue of the current year, 
commencing on January 1, 1970, the sum of $25,000.00 
for the payment of the net funded debt for the current 
year, or act anything thereon. 


Article 9. To see if the District will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $8,276.50 to be applied on the 
Net Funded Interest on Bonds and Notes said sum to 
be appropriated from the revenue of the current year, 
or act anything thereon. 


Article 10. To see if the District will vote to raise and 
appropriate from the revenue of the current year, 
commencing January 1, 1970, the sum of $600.00 to 
pay for interest charges on monies borrowed in antici- 
pation of revenue for the current year. 


Article 11. To see if the District will vote to pay the 
following unpaid bills incurred in prior years from 
surplus revenue; C. A, Turner, $360.50 and Tighe and 
Bond, $1,074.75, the total being $1,435,25, or act any- 
thing thereon. 


Article 12. To see if the District will vote to establish 
a committee of three members, only one of whom shall 
be a member of the Board of Water Commissioners, to 
be appointed by the Moderator of the 1970 Annual 
Water District Meeting to study and investigate the 
necessary steps and to draft a plan and recommenda- 
tions for the dissolution of the Hadley Water Supply 
District and the transfer of its operations, assets, and 
liabilities to a water department to be created in the 
Town of Hadley if said water supnly district is dis- 
solved, said Committee to report back to the District 
no later than October 1, 1970, with their findings and 
recommendations, and to work in cooperation with a 
similar committee of three to be appointed by the 
Moderator of the Town of Hadley for the study of a 
creation of a Water Department in the Town of Had- 
ley in place of the Hadley Water Supply District, if 
said District is dissolved, or take any action thereon. 

Article 18. To see if the District will vote to include 
and be a part of the Hadley Water Supply District 
that area of the Town of Hadley, lying Southerly of, 
and abutting the Southerly boundary of said Hadley 
Water Supply District and not otherwise served by 
a public water supply, said area being more particu- 
larly bounded and described as follows: “Bounded 
Northerly by the established Southerly boundary of 
said Hadley Water Supply District, Westerly by the 
Connecticut River, Southerly and Easterly by the 
Hadley-South Hadley Town Line,” so as to include 
that area known as Hockanum and being the only 
section of Hadley not presently in the Hadley Water 
Supply District, as duly petitioned for under the 
provisions of Chapter 387, of the Acts of 1949, and 
any amendments thereof, or act anything thereon. 
And you are hereby directed to serve the Warrant by 

posting attested copies thereof in two or more public 

places in said District, seven days at least before the time 
and place of said meeting. 

HEREOF FAIL NOT, and make due return of this 
Warrant with your doings thereon to the Board of Com- 
missioners at the time and place of said meeting. _

REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


At the annual organizational meeting of the Commis- 
sioners of the Hadley Water Supply District, Frank S. 
Berestka was elected Chairman with John H. Kowal 
and James A. Searle being the other two members. 

The Commissioners, continuing their long-range plan- 
ning for the Town of Hadley, have had tests made in re- 
gard to the availability of an underground water supply 
in Hockanum. Tests have revealed an ample underground 
reservoir in the vicinity of the Barstow and Russell prop- 
erties on the Westerly side of Route 47. Studies have 
been made as to the costs of pumping and storage facili- 
ties to supplement the supply at the Sadlowski site in 
the Plainville location. At the present time the entire 
town, with the exception of Hockanum, is in the District. 
It is our understanding that the people in Hockanum 
do wish to become members of the District. With the aid 
of our engineers, Tighe and Bond, Inc., we have made ap- 
plication for a Federal grant in the amount of $250,000 
to provide the much needed additional facilities in order 
to adequately serve the demands of our growing com- 
munity. Being -strategically located between the only 
city in Hampshire County and the fastest growing area 
around the University, our Town calls for a greater 
water supply. We have made adequate surveys well in 
advance so as to be ready as soon as Federal funds are 
available. . 

Your Commissioners have made a study of the need 
for a water softening system which should be installed 
at the pumping site. We have found that the crystalliza- 
tion of salts is causing much trouble with water heaters 
and plumbing throughout the community. Although the 
initial cost of such installation may run as high as $50, 
000 it will, in the long run, save the members of the Dis- 
trict money because of the present corrosion of the plumb- 
ing and misery due to malfunctioning of the water sys- 
tems. — 

We have been plagued with leaky hydrants which are 
outmoded models, corroded beyond repair. Some of these 
hydrants are as old as the system itself. In case of 
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freezing or breaks there are no shut-off valves to be used 
in the process of repairs. During our last snow season 
some drifts were piled 10 feet high. Hand-digging was 
impossible. This required the use of heavy equipment. 
B & M Construction, Inc. donated the services of a bull- 
dozer to the District during this emergency for a period 
of a day-and-a-half. 

Since such great demands have been made upon the 
pumping system at the Sadlowski site, a new pump was 
installed replacing one that had burned out. A telemeter 
transmitter system to keep the Commissioners informed 
of any problems at the site was purchased. During the 
repairs, which took about a week-and-a-half, water was 
obtained from the Town of Amherst. The small auxiliary 
pump was unable to handle the needs of the entire Dis- 
trict. The new pump has been somewhat troublesome be- 
cause of the water use in the town. The Commissioners 
feel an additional site or an additional storage facility at 
the old site must become a reality within the near future 

According to directions from the State Board of Health 
the reservoirs have been cleaned and tank sites cleared 
of underbrush and debris. All hydrants have had their 
annual flushing. During the year 1969, fifteen new house 
services were installed. 

In 1958 your Commissioners wrote: “‘At the present 
time the greater area of Hadley is served by our two 
sources — the reservoir and the underground well. With 
the greater construction out of the way, we shall be able 
to continue small extensions over the years without in- 
creasing our Funded Debt.” And now, more than a 
decade later, we find that capital expenditures are needed | 
to keep up with the growth of our Town. 

A petition has been presented to the Board of Water 
Commissioners requesting that steps be taken to include 
that portion of Hadley, south of the present bounds of 
the Hadley Water Supply District on Route 47, including 
Hockanum Village, as part of the District at the next 
annual meeting. Council for the Hadley Water. Sup- 
ply District has been informed by the House Council 
in Boston, that permissive legislation passed in 1949 
allows the voters of the District to act upon an article 
requesting that the Hockanum area be included as part 
of the Hadley Water Supply District. Since this is the 
only part of Town in the District we feel action should 
be taken at the annual meeting and that the voters 
act in favor of this article. 
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Your Commissioners shall continue to serve you as 
they have in the past and wish to thank you, the Highway 
Department, and all the citizens for their cooperation 
expended during the past year.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the Hadley Water Supply District for 
the period from September 10, 1967, the date of the 
previous audit, to March 4, 1969, preparatory to the 
transfer of the cash and securities, and of the books 
and accounts to the newly-elected district treasurer, 
the following report being submitted thereon ; 
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The financial transactions, as entered on the records 
of the several departments receiving or disbursing dis- 
trict funds or committing bills for collection, were ex- 
amined and checked in detail. 

The surety bond on file for the treasurer was examined 
and found to be in proper form. 

The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined 
and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed and 
checked with the records of the water collector and with 
other sources from which money was paid into the treas- 
ury, the payments were compared with the orders ap- 
proved by the water commissioners, and the cash balance 
on March 4, 1969 was proved by reconciliation of the 
bank balance with a statement furnished by the de- 
pository and by inspection of the savings bank books. 

The records pertaining to funded debt, as well as 
temporary loans, were examined and checked. The 
temporary loans issued were compared with the treas- 
urer’s recorded receipts, while the payments on account 
of maturing debt, temporary loans, and interest were 
compared with the amounts falling due and were checked 
with the cancelled securities and coupons on file. The 
coupons outstanding on December 31, 1968 were listed 
and checked with the amount on deposit in the bond 
and coupon account. 

The savings bank book representing the investment 
of the Post-War Rehabilitation Fund in the custody of 
the district treasurer was examined and listed, the in- 
come being proved. 

The books and accounts of the water collector were 
examined and checked in detail. The charges for the 
use of water were checked, the recorded collections were 
compared with the payments to the treasurer, the abate- 
ments were checked with the water commissioners’ 
records of abatements granted, the outstanding accounts 
were listed and proved, and the cash on hand on March 
4, 1969 was proved by actual count. 

The records pertaining to service connections were 
checked with the applications on file, the payments to 
the treasurer were verified, and the cash on hand on 
March 4, 1969 was proved by actual count. 

Further verification of the outstanding accounts was 
obtained by mailing notices to a number of persons whose 
names appeared on the books as owing money to the dis- 
trict, and from the replies received it appears that the 
accounts, as listed, are correct. 
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It is again recommended that the water collector make 
a determined effort to procure a complete settlement of 
the delinquent water accounts. 

The appropriations voted by the district were listed 
from the district clerk’s record of meetings, and the 
amounts voted were compared with the appropriation 
accounts. 

It was noted that the district failed to appropriate 
funds for interest on temporary loans resulting in an 
overdraft in this account amounting to $588.41 which 
should be provided for. 

The ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance 
sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared 
showing the financial condition of the district on March 
41969; 

Appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, are tables showing a reconciliation of the treas- 
urer’s cash and summaries of the water accounts, as well 
as a schedule showing the transactions and condition of 
the investment fund. 

For the cooperation received from all district officials 
while engaged in making the audit, I wish, on behalf of 
my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.
